REPORT OF THE 
EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION COMMITTEE 


To the Officers and Members of Grand Commandery K. T., of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island: 
Sir Knights: 
The Knights Templar Educational Foundation Committee, 
Division of the Grand Commandery K.T. of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island submit this, their Annual Report: 


The year ending December 31, 1954 was a most successful one 
as regards to loans and collections. Many old accounts, in the 
hands of our attorneys and the Grand Encampment Committee, 
have been either settled in full or by compromise so that today our 
oped old accounts are the lowest in the history of this Founda- 

ion. 

Statistical reports are not generally very entertaining, but we 
feel that because each of you, individually, have a personal interest 
in the affairs of this Foundation, whether given to you in detail 
by your Committee, or in the Auditor’s Report (which is to follow 
and will be printed in full in the Proceedings of this Semi-Annual 
Conclave). 
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Your Committee approved 124 loans from January 1, 1954 to 
December 31, 1954 consisting of loans made to 95 young men 
amounting to $30,860.00 and 29 young women amounting to 
$10,640.00 or total loans amounting to $41,500.00. So far this 
year (1955) we have granted 40 loans. . 


Loans are granted to students for the junior and senior years 
in college. There is no restriction as to Race, Color or Creed. 
All loans are evidenced by a negotiable note and agreement, and 
full endorsement of the note, by a responsible person, is required. 
These loans are made for the purpose of helping the individual to 
become an honest, God-fearing, loyal citizen of this country of 
ours. They are made to understand that an obligation entered 
into shall not be treated lightly, but the recipients shall become real 
men and women; and that, the future of our country, under their 
leadership, shall become what it was intended to be, because of 
their-helpful attitude and high character. 


A $5,000.00 U. S. Series G. Bond held in the Reserve Account, 
became due in April, 1955, and we recommend that the Treasurer 
be authorized to cash this Bond and deposit it to the account of 
Knights Templar Educational Foundation Division of the Grand 
Commandery K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


We realize and feel that all of you are quite busy, when you 
get letters from us asking you to go around and contact some 
student who has applied for assistance from this Foundation, but 
your Report will make it possible for him or her to receive a college 
education in this great Nation of ours. We must realize that a 
good education is needed more today than anytime during the 
past.. All of you, no doubt are aware that your Trustees do not 
personally know each applicant, and must make their decision 
to approve or_reject a request upon the recommendation given 
by School. Officials, Individuals, Credit Reports, and Sir Knights 
who fill out the Commandery Report.

The following comments are made relative to the work done. 


CASH 

The cash in the checking account and in the various savings 
bank accounts has been confirmed by certificate from the deposi- 
taries. The various savings bank books in the safe deposit box 
were also examined and checked with the confirmations. De- 
posits, warrants, and cancelled checks were verified. 


GOVERNMENT BONDS 


All bonds were examined and verified at the safe deposit vault 
in the presence of the Grand Treasurer and Executive Secretary. 


There were no purchases nor sales in 1954. 
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All interest due on these bonds and savings bank accounts has 
been received. In addition, interest in the amount of $125 was 
received on another $5,000 Government bond which has been 
held in reserve by Grand Commandery. Interest on the reserve 
savings account at the Boston Penny Savings Bank, which is also 
held by Grand Commandery, amounted to $145.36. Both of these 
items are paid to the Educational Foundation although the prin- 
cipal amounts to not appear in their records. 


PRINCIPAL 

The various items written off as a result of compromise settle- 
ments with borrowers, as well as by authority of Grand Encamp- 
ment, resulted in a total reduction of the Principal account in 
the amount of $1,464.28. 


GENERAL 

The 1955 payment books were sent out by us for verification 
purposes with the usual request that in the event any discrepancies 
were noted the students should communicate directly with us. 
Many of the students wrote that accounts were correct and en- 
closed payments for the new year. 


Depreciation on office equipment has been provided for the 
past year. Accruals have been made to cover rental and accounting 
expense at the end of the year. Balances are also shown to cover 
liability for withholding and social security taxes. 


Subject to the foregoing comments, I certify that the appended 
exhibits, in my opinion, fairly present the condition of the Edu- 
cational Foundation Division as of December 31, 1954, and the 
result of operations for the year ended that date.

I don’t see the reason for com- 
plicating the books. I don’t see why all this money isn’t transferred 
to the Educational Foundation and get it over. We have lugged 
it for twenty or thirty years. I would be happy to see the recom- 
mendation that it all be transferred and clear up a cloudy picture. 
Any reason why it can’t be? : 
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R..E..Smr Grorce A. Wrsxs: The records show there was 
more money collected than the Grand Encampment wanted at 
that time. The $10,418 reported by Grand Commandery was set 
up in reserve that when the fund got to the point, that it could be 
transferred by vote of Grand Commandery. It is perfectly all 
right to vote to transfer back to the lawful place, the Educational 
Foundation. 


In 1922 every Sir Knight was assessed $1 to build up the fund. 
Through some error our Grand Commandery made an assessment 
for ten years. They didn’t want to turn over the extra money at 
that time so it was voted to hold it in reserve. 


Ture Granp Commanprr: Why I was interested in having the 
money transferred, principally, was because you heard the report 
where $60,000 in Governments is tied up, and you also heard that 
forty loans were approved so far this year. There is a question 
of how much cash is available to meet some of the loans. I would 
recommend that we change this recommendation from the $5,000 
to the $10,814. Is that the figure? It would clarify the picture 
once and for all. 


R..E..Sir Grorce A. Weeks: It is $10,814. 


R.-.E-.Sir Roserr Garpiner Witson, Jr.: What is the 
recommendation? 


Tar Granp Commanper: That the $10,814 that has been held 
by Grand Commandery for some fifteen or twenty years, be put 
in the fund where it belongs, into the Educational Foundation. 


R..E..Str Roperr Garpiver Wiison, Jr.: That is just my 
point, R..E.. Sir. It should appear that this money, over $10,000, 
be donated by this Grand Commandery to the Educational 
Foundation. It doesn’t belong to the Educational Foundation. 
It was erroneously collected. 


R-.E..Sir Joun E. Rinus:R..E.. Grand Commander, that 
Money you speak of was assessed to every member for the Edu- 
cational Foundation.

can not be a donation. It has been so reported to Grand En- 
campment.

May I urge you all to put your best efforts into this Church 
age at Leominster and particularly the one-day trip to New 
‘ ork for the Triennial. This is one opportunity, probably the 
ast for years, to make a showing in the parade at the Triennial. 
Tam still hoping to take 1,500 men to New York. 


To clarify one thing on the five-day train trip; it is not a special 
train. I believe we may have special cars going down set aside 
for us to be together. Returning, any who want to go on the West 
Point boat ride Thursday, you can come back on any train you 
want through Friday, Saturday, or Sunday. The ticket is round 
trip good on any train. So, if anybody wants to stay for the boat 
ride they can. I understand that the boat doesn’t get back to 
New York until nine or nine-thirty. 
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I wonder if it is possible — and I am only suggesting this to put 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island into the contest if we want — 
to get one drill team out of the fifty Commanderies? Texas is 
sending six teams up at a cost of about $60,000. It seems as if 
we ought to get one team. It takes 31 men in the Class “A” 
team and 21 men in the Class ‘“B” team. You have got plenty 
of time and I hope we can get one team. There are twenty teams 
going to be in the contest so far and Texas has six of them.

Str Joun E. Rives: I don’t think that Judge Wilson, 
because of his many duties, knows the situation. I know he was 
held up because of his duties. The parades are in divisions and 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island are number one. Of course, the 
Grand Master has his escort division but Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island become number one of the first division and they 
go on down in divisions. Each division is furnished a band by the 
expenses of the Triennial Conclave Committee and it is not neces- 
sary to take a band.

GRAND ENCAMPMENT TRIENNIAL 


We made a pilgrimage to New York City in August to attend 
the Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States of America. 


Ten Past Grand Commanders attended the meetings which 
were held in the ballroom of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel daily. 


The outstanding legislation passed was the Resolution presented 
regarding establishing a Knights Templar 100% Charity on a 
National Basis for the treatment of needy sufferers from eye dis- 
eases or injuries which if untreated would result in blindness. 
It is hereafter to be called the Knights Templar Eye Foundation, 
Inc., for the purpose of treatment, hospitalization and research 
for diseases of the eye or injuries thereof. 


An annual assessment of $1.00 per member each year was levied 
upon each Grand and Subordinate Commandery of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States of America 
based upon the membership therein beginning July 1, 1956 
which shall be paid to the Grand Encampment by the Grand and 
Subordinate Commanderies not later than July 1, 1957. 


This Project is to treat all persons without regard to race, 
color, creed, age or sex or national origin; and that the treatment 
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and hospitalization of patients for this purpose shall be free and 
the prerequisite for admission will be the inability of the patient 
to pay for such treatment or hospitalization.

Tus Granp Commanper: Right now I would call on our visitor 
to Rhode Island, R..W...A. Neill Osgood, Deputy Grand Master 
of Massachusetts, representing M .. W.:.Sir Whitfield W. Johnson. 


R..W..A. Neri Oscoop: R..E..Grand Commander, M.-. 
W..Grand Master, distinguished guests and Sir Knights. It 
is a real pleasure to be here at your Annual Conclave and I am 
certainly enjoying the visit. Your thoughtfulness, your hospitality 
and the great courtesies extended to me will be long and appreci- 
atively remembered. 


The Sunday before last the Minister of my Church in his pasto- 
ral prayer sought the blessing of God upon a Rabbi, who had re- 
cently come to our town, and upon the congregation of the Temple 
with which he was to be associated. Perhaps, for a moment, visi- 
tors in our midst that morning might have been surprised with 
meeting with that sort of a thought in a service of Christian wor- 
ship, but to those of us who have been members of the Church 
for a long time it brought back vivid memories of a night in 
the early thirties when fire had destroyed our beloved Church 
edifice. Before the embers of that conflagration had cooled, 
a Rabbi and a committee from a neighboring Temple brought to 
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us the offer of the use of their beautiful facilities until ours should 
have been rebuilt. For a year we worshipped God, our God and 
their God, but as interpreted to us through the life and teachings 
of Jesus Christ, under their roof adorned by the Star of David. 


This generous action of our Jewish neighbors taught us, its 
Christian recipients, a lesson of thoughtfulness and tolerant under- 
standing. Surely, those who made the gift were spiritually en- 
riched and out of the brotherhood demonstrated in that hour of 
need was born an interest in and a friendship for one another 
that should be bearing fruit when the last personal memory of 
the incident is lost. 


While Masonically my foremost interest is with the fundamental 
organization which we designate as the Blue Lodges yet Templary 
for me has a very strong appeal. My training in home and Church 
since early days leads me to be receptive to the teachings of the 
Order. I find its ritual inspirational and its fellowship congenial. 


Feeling thus, as I do, you may readily understand why I look to 
you, my Brother Sir nights, to assume an active leadership in 
promoting in what is at the one time both a basic tenet of our 
Masonry and a basic doctrine of our Protestant Christianity; 
namely, the concept that all men are Brothers under the Father- 
hood of one Supreme Being. Since we, as Christian Sir Knights, 
must and do believe exactly that, we should and must be wn- 
creasingly diligent in carrying a corresponding attitude of good 
will towards all men into our homes, our Churches, our com- 
munities, our Lodges, and our business activities; and make our 
practice of our Christian Masonry a source of light and happiness 
for all with whom we come in contact.

In Exhibit “C”, the direct appropriation for the 1955 triennial 
and the supplementary appropriation for the 1954 proceedings 
have been added to the original budget and presented in com- 
parative form with the actual items of income and expense. 


The actual income for the year was $174.39 more than the 
budgeted income, while the actual expense was $632.92 less than 
the budgeted expense plus the direct and supplementary ap- 
propriations. For the year, the actual income exceeded the actual 
expense by $517.37. The net worth at the start of the fiscal 
year has been increased by this amount. 


During the examination, cancelled checks and approved vouchers 
for disbursements were presented and examined. Cash balances 
were reconciled with the bank statements and confirmed by the 
various depositaries. Amounts due on various Commandery re- 
turns were compared with actual receipts which in turn were 
checked to the Grand Treasurer’s bank account. The statistical 
data on the returns was checked to the Grand Recorder’s summary. 


The petty cash fund was verified by count. The unpaid ac- 
counts receivable are shown in the balance sheet. 


The savings bank books and other contents of the safe deposit 
box were checked in the presence of George A. Weeks, Grand 
Recorder, and A. Kenneth Martin, Grand Treasurer. 


Two files, for which a direct Capital appropriation was made, 
have been purchased and added to the Furniture and Fixtures 
account. This was not a Budget item. 


The amount appropriated by Grand Commandery for the con- 
claves of the current year was transferred from the General Fund 
to a savings bank account, No. 191833, at the Wildey Savings 
Bank. The balance of this account at the balance sheet date is 
shown as a footnote on Exhibit “G”’. 


Various inventories and liabilities for accrued taxes have been 
adjusted as of August 31, 1955. 


I hereby certify that the appended exhibits, in my opinion, 
fairly present the financial transactions of the Grand Recorder 
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and the Grand Treasurer, relating to the General Fund for the 
fiscal year ended August 31, 1955 and the state of the fund as 
at that date.

Tur Granp ComMMANDER: May I at this time thank you, Sir 
Knight Captain of the Guard and your Escort from your Com- 
mandery. 


Now, I would like to present M..E..Sir Walter A. DeLamater, 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment Knights Templar of 
the United States of America. 


M..E..Watrer A. DeLamater: R..E..Grand Commander, 
Deputy Grand Master of Massachusetts, Illustrious Deputies of 
the Scottish Rite of both Rhode Island and Massachusetts, 
distinguished guests and Sir Knights. 


It is, of course, a great privilege and honor to be here this morn- 
ing in this Annual Conclave of this great and old Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. I want to con- 
gratulate you, Sir, in the first place, on reaching your 150th 
anniversary because, as I said last night, here in Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts is the cradle, you might say, of the building and 
founding of this great country as well as Masonry. It is not only 
a historic interest but most impressive when you stop and realize 
the background of all that has taken place up in this country 
over the years. 


I bring you the greetings, of course, of the Knights Templars 
of the United States. I think the time has now arrived when 
we must frankly face the issues as they exist. In many respects 
Templary and some of the other Masonic Bodies might be termed 
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at the crossroads. The time has come when they must be re- 
vitalized, especially this great Order of ours. The only way to 
do it is to pitch in and accomplish it. Everybody knows that 
you can accomplish any objective you want. Those of you who 
have been in military service know you can take any objective 
if you have the manpower, and interest, and material to do it. 
If you will spend the time and sacrifice you can make any ob- 
jective that you want. It resolves itself into work and more work 
but so many are prone not to do any more than they can help. 


We want to increase this Christian Order. We haven’t made 
the progress we should over the years. In the past year we have 
shown 24,648 in the Grand Encampment. Of course, that is a 
gain but nothing when you consider the great territory of ours. 
Here is the sad part: in the last year 9,122 demits and 13,421 sus- 
pensions; 23,370 deaths and that we can not control. We can 
control a lot of these demits and suspensions if we try to do it. 
Somebody suggested that we ought to have a special committee 
in every Grand Commandery and each constituent Commandery. 
We have got to try to minimize our losses as much as possible 


and hold them down. We are having too many demits and sus- 
pensions. 


A lot of times our Recorders and Secretaries — and I think 
I have had some experience in this respect because I was the 
chairman in New York and on the committee for fifteen years — 
some make a great contribution to our Masonic Bodies and a 
lot of them retard its progress because they don’t want to do any 
more than they have to. Their reports and proceedings are 
distributed and they haven’t got the time and it is too much 
trouble. I think if you talked to some of these Secretaries and 
Recorders — in the Commanderies it is Recorders — maybe they 
would take a little more interest. They can do so much to help 
our Order. In many instances they have retarded it. 


Templary must move forward. We must revitalize it. We have 
plenty of time to think of ourselves. We have time for this and 
that but we have so little time for the finer and better things 
of life. We are so afraid, and don’t want to, because it takes 
a little effort. It takes a little effort to come out to your Com- 
mandery and work on a committee but you have time and effort 
to have a good time. Then you want to send for the Minister, 
and everybody else, and square everything, and in the mean- 
time you haven’t contributed anything worthwhile. The time 
has come when we must make a little sacrifice. If Christ could 
give his life for us we can give a little time for His work. When 
you get down to the Order of Knights Templar and realize that 
the whole thing is built around Christ and His work, are we going 
to let any part of His work go down and drag on or are we going 
to try to have a part in building it up and everything that He 
is connected with? The Church, or whatever it is, has got to 
be built up.

In this world of chaos and everything else there never was 
a time like right now when the Christian Order was needed. 
I know the Scottish Rite and the other Masonic Bodies will 
help. We want to do everything we can to attract. members. 
We have organized a committee on promoting specialized ac- 
tivities. We had a session of that committee for over eight hours 
in New York. We also have a committee on public relations. 
Your Grand Recorder is chairman of that committee. We want 
to get down and reach the Sir Knights. It is all right to talk 
to a lot of so-called brass hats and Grand Commanderies but 
a lot of times they go away and that is the end of it. We have 
got to reach down into the ranks. It is the man on the sidelines, 
and the private, and the so-called Baldric man who is going to 
go over the top when we are ready to jump off. We haven't 
given enough thought to the fellow on the sidelines. We haven’t 
realized the important part he plays in this. We have got to 
work together. 


In this committee on progress the Sovereign Grand Com- 
manders of the Northern and Southern Jurisdictions agreed to 
go on a panel to kind of work together. Masonry can be a tre- 
mendous factor if we work along together. Just like the troops 
on the right, and some on the left, and in the center, they all 
have a part of the major objective. So it is with our Masonic 
Bodies. 


Of course you know we have had the Educational Foundation 
for over thirty years. In some Jurisdictions they have made a 
real effort, yours is one, but we haven’t accomplished the returns 
we should have over the years. Regardless of what it has done it 
is not a charity. It has been a service and a financial proposition. 
At this Triennial Conclave in New York we established for the 
first time on a national basis a one hundred percent charity project 
and that is the Knights Templars Foundation for those suffering 
from injuries and diseases of the eyes, endeavoring to prevent 
blindness, regardless of race, creed and color, and not able to pay. 
For the first time we are trying to do something. for humanity. 
They passed an assessment for each member of one dollar a year. 


Now we all know and realize that there is a little kicking and 
not liking to be assessed. Unless you have a definite program you 
are not going to get anywhere if you trust that everybody mail 
a contribution. You can’t tell me that there is any man who 
has ever taken the vows of Masonry who is not willing to pay 
two cents a week. 


Even one of your own Past Grand Commanders, John Rines, 
has suffered here with his eyes for some time. As a matter of fact, 
when I decided to have some definite charity, it was a good deal 
on John’s account that I decided on this. 


You can’t tell me that, if properly presented to your various 
Commanderies, they won’t enthusiastically respond. Wherever 
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it has been properly presented it has. Of course, you can do it in 
such a way that it won’t be received with good grace. Any Catholic 
or Jewish philanthropy would be glad to give. As a matter of fact, 
we have opened an account. One fellow, not a Commandery man, 
gave $100; another, $25; and so forth. A fellow in New York told 
me he had changed his will to leave something to the project. 
A man told me in Detroit that when we get it organized he would 
leave us something. 


By the way Gardiner Wilson, Bob Smith, General Counsel for 
the Shriners Hospitals for Crippled Children, who has had a 
great deal of experience on charity foundations, is going to get up 
the charter and by-laws for us to operate under. 


I feel that in three years we can come before the Grand En- 
campment and say that we have a program for real accomplish- 
ment for serving people. For the first time it is in keeping with 
our Christian Order because if there is ever any Masonic Body 
who should have a charity project it is the Knights Templars. 
You talk of binding up the wounds in Jerusalem. We are going 
to do something for humanity. Aren’t we following Christ’s 
ae And that is the great thing of being a member of this 

rder. 


Now, we are going to try to get at the rate of fifteen cents a 
member, that is close to $60,000, and furnish a room in the George 
Washington Memorial and a Chapel. They haven’t a Chapel 
and it would be a fine place for people to go and meditate in prayer. 
The architects are working on it. The Saturday before Easter, 
when we have the Sunrise Service, we hope to dedicate that. 


‘You have to have a definite time to do things and accomplish 
things. We are just fussing along and procrastinating on the 
things we should be doing. I don’t see how anyone, when they 
are passing away on their sick bed, can look back and say, ‘What 
did I do that was worthwhile and accomplish?” There are so 
many who just want to pass through and have the honors and 
be a past this and a past that. They come to a meeting and 
have no program and nothing set. They have just frittered away 
half the time before they have started anything. We have our 
Conclaves and meetings and don’t start on time, and drag along, 
and then give them a lot of poor Ritual work, and they go away 
discouraged. They tell me that 95 percent of those in Masonic 
Bodies never come back after they have received the Degrees 
or Orders; because you haven’t sold them and that is the time to 
impress them. That Ritualistic work, from the Blue Lodge up, 
should start on time and move along with no hemming and 
hawing. If you have some officers who are not capable of doing 
the work get a cast from the sidelines to do the work. The most 
important thing is to present the work in an impressive way. That 
is how I got interested in Masonry. They did such a fine job in 
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impressing me that I wanted to learn more about it. I think 
that applies to the average man. 


We are living in a fast moving world and we have to do a lot 
of things differently than we did before. We have to modernize our 
methods and thinking. Men have a lot of things to do and haven’t 
the time to waste a lot of time. When they come around to a 
meeting they are not coming around just to come. You are not 
fooling them on the sidelines for one minute. There are a lot of 
presiding officers who think they are putting it over. The man 
on the sidelines has no responsibility but he is sizing you up and 
he knows what you are doing. He goes out the door and you 
haven’t fooled him one bit. He is the man you have to cater 
to because he is the man who puts it across. 


Now, of course, if we do finished work we are bound to bring 
out a greater attendance. We have to get more people interested. 
‘You have to make some sacrifice. The trouble is that there are so 
many who don’t want to give it the time. I have had a remarkable 
experience, that so many of you have heard about, back when all 
kinds of doctors said I couldn’t live and I was unconscious for 
two months. They were making arrangements. for the funeral. 
Later on, when they found I would live, they said that I would 
be in a wheel chair. When all the doctors gave me up who saved 
me? God; and why? It is the same with you. You have been 
close to death and saved, and said what for? To have a good time 
and enjoy yourself for the rest of your life? I don’t believe it. 
I believe God has saved us for some particular purpose and what 
a joy it is to be a part of something worthwhile. 


It is the same at Christmas. When you take the trouble to 
select a present to give, you feel better for having done it; and 
it is the same in rendering service. I want you to go away from 
here not for me or for the Grand Encampment; anything we do 
here isn’t for the Grand Encampment, it is for humanity and God’s 
work. I would like to feel that you will go away from here today 
and resolve to give it a little more interest, not because it is the 
Commandery and you belong to just another organization but 
because you are doing it for Christ. 


All the things and problems that have happened over the years; 
in the Cross of Christ I glory towering over the wreck of time. 
No matter what we have had — floods, or wars, or anything 
else at all — still the Cross of God is towering over all. We have 
to raise it high. 


It is just like the uniforms. If you put it up to them they will 
buy. Sure, they are not comfortable. I have worn a uniform 
all my life and not because it was comfortable but because of 
what it stood for. We have to do something like that. 


We are going to try to have a big program on our public re- 
lations and let the people know. We have been so prone to have 
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things behind closed doors. Our own Sir Knights don’t know half 
the time what is going on. We send them a notice and when 
they are a little behind in the dues we suspend them and that is 
supposed to be fine. There is nothing Masonic in the action at all. 
We have ignored a lot of our Masonic obligations. You want to 
get a lot of Sir Knights out in support. You ought to be proud of 
the organization. Those of you who were in New York remember 
the impression that big parade made on the people and public. 
True, it wasn’t comfortable for a little while. We don’t want to 
do something that makes us uncomfortable for awhile. 


Sir Knights, it is a great privilege to be here with you today, 
and in this fine Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, and realize all that has been done in these New England 
States to build America.

To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers and Members 
of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


This past year 28 of our Commanderies were given the top mark 
of 10 minus; 16 a 9 plus; 5 in the 9 class and one an 8 plus. 


The three highest marks were awarded as follows: Calvary 
had 996 points; Gethsemane and Reading tied with 995 and St. 
John had 992 points. 


The Commanderies with the exception of 14 have retained 
the same marks as last year. Nine have bettered themselves 
and five went lower. 


Only five Commanderies lost in their attendance, 2 to 8 points. 
Six Commanderies gained in attendance over last year while 
four lost. 


One Commander made no errors while 26 lost 1 to 9 points; 
16 lost 10 to 18 and the remaining 7 had a loss of 24 to 98 points. 


The Masters of Ceremonies in 19 Commanderies lost 1 to 6 
points each. The Captain of the Guard in 33 Commanderies lost 
1 to 21 points; however, I will say that 21 is an exception as the 
nearest one to that is 9 points. There were no errors against 18 
Generalissimos; 10 Captain Generals; 15 Senior Wardens; 11 
Junior Wardens; 36 Prelates and 30 Warders. 


The Second Division had the least number of points, which 
was 140 and the total loss for the seven Divisions was 1,786, an 
average of 255 points per Division or 35.7 points per Commandery.

PETITIONS 


Our quota was 1,000 petitions. We reached 76% of our ob- 
jective. Last year it was 80%, and the year before 70%. 


In Exhibit No. 1 we are showing a comparative record of the 
percentage to quota for each Commandery for the past 3 years. 
This year Cyprus No. 39 was the highest with 313%; Worcester 


County No. 5 was next with 145%, and Winslow Lewis No. 18 
third with 142%. 


_In Exhibit No. 2 we show a similar 3 year record for total peti- 
tions. This year DeMolay No. 7 was the highest with 65 petitions, 
Boston No. 2 was next with 59 and Worcester County No. 5 
third with 51 petitions. 


In Exhibit No. 3 we show the 8 year record of % to membership. 
This year Cyprus No. 39 leads with 21.6%, DeMolay No. 7 is 
next with 9.2% and Godfrey de Bouillon No. 25 third with 9.1%. 


The % relationship of petitions to membership is 5.0%, com- 
pared with 5.5% for each of the past 2 years. The ratio of % 
net gain to % petitions to membership is about 1 in 5, which 
means we made a net gain of one new member for every five 
petitions balloted upon. Last year the ratio was 1 in 7, and the 
year before it was 1 in 4. 


NET GAINS AND NET LOSSES 


DeMolay No. 7 had the highest net gain of 45; Worcester 
County No. 5 was second with 21, and Cyprus No. 39 third with 20. 
A breakdown between our two states for a 5 year period follows:

Boston Commandery continues as our largest Commandery; 


DeMolay moved up into second place; Worcester County is 
3rd largest. 


In Exhibit No. 4 we show for each Commandery the % net gain 
or % net loss with the relationship to its % petitions to member- 
ship. There should be a common relationship between these two. 


DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


We lost 24% of our total knightings to demits and suspensions. 
Last year we lost 28% and the year before 22%. 24% is our 
general average for the past 5 years. 


AFFILIATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 


We restored 28% of the total number demitted and suspended. 
Last year we restored 25% and the year before 35%. 32% is our 
general average for the past 5 years. 


Your committee repeats a former recommendation which was 
adopted by this Grand Commandery but never put into effect, 
namely that a Special Committee on Demits and Suspensions be 
appointed by the Grand Commander to study the matter of mem- 
bership losses. This committee to develop a pattern and conform 
perhaps with patterns developed by other Masonic bodies. This 
study should draw definite conclusions on which to base specific 
recommendations for corrective results. 


In the matter of publicity The Templar publication was issued 
monthly and distributed to Council Officers and Recorders and 
Grand Commandery Officers, it contained statistical information 
as to petitions balloted upon and accumulative results up to date 
for every Commandery, also showing the relationship to their 
quotas. 
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If our Grand Commandery is to maintain and increase its 
prestige we must have more manpower. Manpower used in this 
instance means more members. Increased membership is the 
responsibility of each and every Sir Knight as individual members 
of their respective commanderies.

Wherein the 100% charity project to be known as ‘The Knights 
Templar Eye Foundation’, created for the free treatment of 
failing eyesight to any person, regardless of age, sex, race, color, 
creed or national origin whose financial status is such that they 
are unable to pay for treatment elsewhere, was adopted, which 
will require a yearly donation of $1.00 from every Sir Knight, a 
suggestion has been made that with the approval of the Finance 
Committee and the Trustees of the Grand Fund that this 15c 
per capita be paid by Grand Commandery, from income of exist- 
ing funds.” 


Accordingly I propose the following motion: 

Moved: that if and when the 15c per capita contribution, 
for partial expense of creating a Knights Templar Chapel 
in the George Washington Masonic Memorial Building, is 
requested by Grand Encampment to be paid, that the amount 
necessary be taken and drawn from the Income, of the Grand 
Fund of this Grand Commandery, accruing in the fiscal year 
in which payment is requested.

Dates are carried out for the year 1955. 


Ancient Crarr Masons date from the creation of the world, B. C. 


4000, calling it Anno Lucis (Year of Light). Hence add 4000 to common 
time. A.D. 1955=A, L. 5955. 


Royau Arc Masons date from the beginning of the building of the 
Second Temple by Zerubbabel, B. C. 530, calling it Anno Inventionis (Year 
of Discovery). Hence add 530 to common time, A. D.1955 =A. I. 2485. 


Rorat anp SeLect Masrers refer to the completion of the First Temple, 
B. C. 1000, calling it Anno Depositionis (Year of the Deposit). Hence add 
1000 to common time. A.D. 1955=A. Dep. 2955. 


Kyicuts Tempiar date from the founding of the Order, A. D. 1118, 


calling it Anno Ordinis, Hence subtract 1118 from common time. A. D. 
1955=A. O. 837.
